the murdered King Alexander 
wa.« placed today near those of his 
ancestors in the 
royal memorial 
chapel in his native city of T oi k>1o. 
W hile 50 men bore the sarcopha­ 
gus up a hill through tree-lined 
lanes to the 
chapel all activities 
throughout Yugoslavia remained at 
a standstill for two minutes as the 
common people paid tribute to their 
fallen king. 
Then as Alexander was labl in 
the tomb which he had only re 
cently completed, church bells were 
tolled throughout the country. They 
mingled strangely with heavy guns 
on land and sea which roared out 
a mighty dirge. 
Trumpeters sounded a farewell 
taps for the dead soldier-sovereign. 
.Mignon, as Alexander called ¿1« 
wife, the Dowager Queen 
Marie, 
took leave of her royal consort and 
the do4irs of the tomb were closed. 
Alexander’s body lies beside that 
of his grandfather. 
Troop* Hold Back Mourner*. 
Massed thousands of 
mourners 
were held back by troops standing 
shoulder to shoulder as the funeral 
train passed from Belgrade to To- 
polo. 
Only children were allowed 
on the right aide of the route, en­ 
abling troops to supervise 
more 
efficiently the activities of adult* 
on the left. 
Spectators were not allowed to 
carry canes or umbrellas, despite 
a drizzling rain. 
An atmosphere 
of terror prevailed, lest anarchists 
attempted to take the lives of 
the 
three kings in the funeral cortege 
— Little Peter II, son of Alexander, 
Carol of Roumania, his uncle, and 
Boris of Bulgaria. 
Secret service agents made many 
arrests as they mingled with the 
crowd, seeking firearms and bombtfit 
A mighty massed 
assemblage 
fell to its knees on the cold bare 
pavement as if by one Impulse as 
the flag draped sarcophagus of the 
warrior king (whose 
grandfather, 
Black George, was slain by Turks) 
passed through the main streets of 
Belgrade 
into 
President 
Wilson 
square. 
In one voice they murmured a 
benediction upon their slain ruler. 
Peasant* Pay Tribute. 


Hosts of devout peasants who re­ 
garded Alexander as one 
sprung 
from their own humble blood stood 
with bowed heads holding crucifixes 
and ligltted candles. Others carried 
olive 
branches 
and corn in the 
form of crosses, symbolizing resur­ 
rection and life. 
It was a great national, indeed 
an international, pageant of sorrow 
for the king who was assassinated 
while offering the hand of friend­ 
ship to France. 
There were prcN^ent not 
alone 
Yugoslavia’s grief-stricken legions, 
but 
distinguished 
representatives 
of all the nations 
of 
the world. 
Among all the visiting kings and 
princes and hundreds of 
foreign 
delegates the figure of American 
Minister Charles S. Wilson, In sim­ 
ple black civilian dress, was a pic­ 
ture of quiet dignity and democ- 
ra<y.

They I 
mingled strangely with heavy guns > 
on land Hnd sea which roared out 
a mighty dirge. 
Trumpeters sounded a farewell 
taps for the dead soldier-sovereign. 
Mignon, as Alexander called lain 
wife, the Dowager Queen 
M ark’, 
took leave of her royal consort and 
the doors of the tomb were closed 
Alexander’s body lies beside that 
of his grandfather. 
Troops Hold Back Mourners. 
Massed thousands of 
mourners 
j were held bark by troops standing 
shoulder to shoulder as the funeral 
I train passed from Belgrade to To- 
; polo. 
Only children were allowed 
on the right side of the route, en­ 
abling troops to supervise 
more 
efficiently the activities of adults 
| on the left. 
Spectators were not allowed to 
carry canes or umbrellas, despite 
a drizzling rain. 
An atmosphere 
of terror prevailed, lest anarchists 
attempted to take the lives of 
the 
' three kings in the funeral cortege 
| — Little Peter Ii. son of Alexander, 
Taro! of Koumatiia. his uncle, and 
Boris of Bulgaria. 
Secret service agents made many 
arrests as they mingled with the 
crowd, seeking firearms and bomb*;

fell to Its knees on the cold bare 
pavement as if by one impulse as 
the flag draped sarcophagus of the

Black George, was slain by Turks) 
passed through the main streets of

It is p ossible that reassuritig » talements 
and actions, in conjuuctiuu with what the 
•dminlstration is rep orted to he doing t>y 
eonferences with business leaders, could al­ 
lay most of

been a handicap to normal recovery. 
If 
they aerve the p urp ose, it doesn't m atter 
greatly whether or not they do ci^dit lu 
every case to the adm inistration whose dif­ 
ficulties have m ade reassm ance seem iu>- 
cessary.

It will

When the next clep re.sslon com es, 
government will have at its fingertiiis com­ 
p rehensive p lans for 
work

needs to be done. 
A lesson lias been learn­ 
ed. 
Men who warned of what would hap p en 
if government were not p rei'ured for mass 
unemp loyment did not sp eak in vain. Tlielr 
advice will be heeded the next time.

Garbage Collection Tax Levy 
The question of th* continuance of the 
municipal plan of collecting garbage, which 
has been In effect In Bast Liverpool for 
five years, will be put tip to the voters at 
the Nov. 8 election. 
City council has authorized the submis­ 
sion of a proposed renewal of a half mill 
levy to meet the eipense of the system 
which la aupervlsed by the service depart­ 
ment. 
The plan, which apparently has proved 
more satisfactory than (he contract system , 
In effect for several years prior to the adop­ 
tion of the municipal collection, costs but 
a nominal sum. 
For 
instance, 
on $1,000 
property valuation it would mean a contri­ 
bution of SO cents a year. 
Direct supervision seems the proper way 
to handle the problem. 
By far and large, 
Weekly visits of the garbage trucks are pre­ 
ferable to Irregular collections which ap­ 
peared to be the rule under the old plan. 
Incidentally, renewal of the levy will not 
increase the present tax bill. 


Doing Something 
A deliberate effort to stimulate business 
confidence Is evident tn recent adm inistra­ 
tive acts and statem ents. 
Two reasons for 
this are plainly visible.

They will not be forced to admit tacitly that 
an opposition charging the new deal with 
antagonism to business Is correct.

One of the solaces of those who recognize 
the inevitability of change but who advise 
cautious procedure is belief 
that

m ental alterations will take place gradually. 
No direct damage will be done. 
Time will 
be given for adjustm ents. 
The solace of gradual change is threaten­ 
ed In some instances a t present by intro­ 
duction of a disturbing factor— the money 
power of government. 
When it is used to 
force changes inimical to the Interests of 
private capital a protest is inevitable 
Un­ 
fortunately, the government, pleading public 
interest, too often is willing to ignore the 
grounds of protect. 
It is easier to dismiss 
them as selfish than to examine honestly 
the underlying fundamentals. 
A case In point is the use of federal money 
to develop the Tennessee valley. 
The im­ 
mediate objective Is to provide electricity 
atlow rats through the use of natural re­ 
sources and development of water power. 
Unfortunately, this cannot bo done without 
certain effects plainly inimical to the in­ 
terests of private capital. 
W. J. Frankston, president of the W heel­ 
ing Chamber of Commerce, has discussed 
oue of the effects realistically in an article 
printed recently. 
“What can happen to the 
upper Ohio valley?’’ he asks. 
“Granting the Tennessee Valley Adminis­ 
tration Is al»l*> to produce ( heap power,” he 
writes, "tho question arise as to the effect 
of this on industry in th" upper Ohio val­ 
ley. 
Our se. tion is outside the range of 
transmission of {tower from tho Tennessee 
valley. 
The steam plant* which give em ­ 
ployment to many in our territory will not 
be affecttni directly by the Tennessee val­ 
ley power. 
Out industries may. however, be 
seriously affected by the competition of In­ 
dustries within the range of service from 
these hydro plants." 
Industries, Mr. Frankston points out, are 
being encouraged to locate in the Tennessee 
valley to absorb the electric power goner- 
atd by the government's plants. 
“The Par­ 
adox Is more or less obvious." he says. 
“Cheap power made possible mainly through 
taxation levied against our biggen* indus­ 
tries will be used by T. V. A. to attract them 
or their competitors." 
He concludes that 
“ What at first glance is merely ayardstick 
for measuring the possibilities of reduction 
of electric light and power rates becomes 
In its final consummation a possible blow 
aimed at every industrial community in the 
United S tates" 


It requires uo partisanship or imagination 
to believe that viewpoints like this one ex­ 
pressed by Mr. Frankston have been given 
sight consideration by those responsible for 
the policy to which he refers. 
Wholly de­ 
pendent on taxation, they yet manage to 
given an appearance of being willing to 
ignore source* of revenue indispensable to 
the work they are performing.

Mayor O. Earl C.reenawalt, Ser- 
▼ice-Safety Directer 
E. B. Laugh­

lumbus. where they and represen­ 
tative* of 17 other Ohio cities W ed­ 
nesday recommended that the leg!* 
lattice enact a three per cent retail 
sales tax at tho Nov. IS session as 
a means of providing financial re­ 
lief for municipalities.

Harry L. Davis of Cleveland con­

The 
qualified 
indorsement was 
voted after Mayor H enry Worley. 
Columbus, sponsor of the confer­ 
ence, asserted schools have a con­ 
certed program afoot aimed at get­ 
ting a m ajor share of the sales tax 
revenue. 
“ Unless the cities keep on their 
toes every dime will go 
to 
the 
schools,’* Worley said. "It I* in the 
cards now nnd we will be in worse 
condition in the cities than we are 
now."
